The Records Lost—What the Schwatka 
Expedition Has Proved. 


NEw YORK, September 2+.—The Herald 
publishes a letter of its correspondent who 
accompanied the Schwatka expedition to 
King William’s Land. The story refers more 
particularly to the incidents of the great 
sledge journey. This is supplemented, how- 
ever, by the discovery of relics and

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STRIKING COINCIDENCE. 


What a Man Saw Three or Four Days 
Betore tis Death. 
From the Rondout Courier. 


The Courier some time ago published an 
artide, headed “Strange Happesing in Life,’’ 
which attracted considerable attention in 
town. It is now proposed to supplement that 
article by another of a simiiar character, al- 
though the present piece will confine itself to 
but one case. We may also state, for the fur- 
ther benefit of any one still inclined to persist 
in doubts, that the subject of this sketch was 
the uncle of a well-known citizen of this city. 
Indeed, it was from the lips of this nephew 
that we heard the startling incident related. 
He said that it had for many years been talk- 
ed over inthe family as a wonderfully myste- 
rious thing, and out of the usual run and 
course of affairs. Thesubject of this sketch 
lived mn acounty adjoining Uister. Heresided 
on his father’s farm with his parents, as he 
was only twenty-two or twenty-three years of 
age and still unmarried. Of course, in the 
course of business on the farm, it was fre- 
quently necessary fur the son to be out riding 
after dark, and so the family had arranged to. 
leave a candle for him on the kitchen table in 
one particular spot,so that he might never 
bave to stumble around the house, but, always 
knowing where to find a candle, be able to 
strike a light ata moment’s notice. — 

Now, on that particular night to which ref- 
erence is to be made, they had forgotten to 
put the candle in the usual place, and so the 
young man, after groping for the same for 
some time, gave it up,and not wanting to 
arouse the family, thought that for once he 
could go to bed inthe dark. Sq he went up- 
stairs to his usual sleeping apartment. This 
was inthe upper portion of the house, as it 
wastben summer time, and he preferred to 
take this wide and old-fashioned chamber for 
a bedroom. Groping bis Way across the room 
to his bed he began to open the clothes pre- 
paratory to getting in himself for a night’s 
rest. Justashe was doing ‘this he noticed 
that somebody was in the bed. He coula 
plainly see the figure of a man lying there. As 
there was no light, he could not, of course, 
see who the man was, but he very naturally 
came to the conclusion that some one well ac- 
quainted with the family had arrived, and 
that be had been put by them in his bed to 
sleep for the night. This was nothing un- 
natura), and he adopted that view of the mat- 
ter at once. 

Now vtr friend, the nephew, says his un- 
cle was always a man of strong nerve, coura- 
geous to the last degree, and the last person 
in the world to let bis imagination run away 
with biscommon sense. Accordingly he ron- 
cbalantly undressed himself and prepared to 
retire for the night. Stepping tothe side of 
the bed again he sawthe figure of the man 
was still there, and now he noticed a pecu- 
liarity about his appearance that was not 
seen by him before. Hesaw plainly that his 
bead was perfectly smooth and bald. The 
uncle got in the bed, when,!o and behoi!d! the 
strange figure rolled off the ved and rolled 
the whole length of the old-fashioned cham- 
ber toward the chimney, which was in the 
eastern portion ofthe room, the bed being 
placed atthe other extremity of the large 
old-fashioned sleeping apurtment. ‘The 
figurethen vanished from sight. The man at 
first thought to call up the family, but finally 
decided not todo so. Very soon after he 
fellasleep. Heslept soundly till the mora- 
ing, not being, as before stated, a man of 
nervous temperament. At the breakfast ta- 
ble he recited to the other members of the 
family the occurrence of the night. 

All the famiiy thought it very strange, but 
did nottreasure up the occurrence till it was 
again brought vividly to their remembrance 
inafew days. The young man about three 
days afterward, upon finishing ahard day’s 
work at the plow, at evening unhitched his 
horses from the plow, and prepared to take 
them to the barn, which was about a quarter 
of a mile away from where he had been worke 
ing. It was his custom toridethe horses to 
the barn sideways, but on this one occasion 
he varied his usua! habit and rode one of the 
horses astradd@le. During the ride from the 
fieldtothe barn tbe horses took fright at 
sometbing and ran away. The man was 
thiown off the horse and rolled upon the 
grourd, his head striking against astone, 
<crushiog in his skuil. The doctor who 
was called in to attend him decided that the 
only hope of affording him any aid was by 
trepanning, and in order to do this effectually 
the baie had to be shaved off, and his head 
was made perfectly bald like the head ofthe 
figure he had seen only a few nichts before. 
The operation, however, was not successful, 
and the man died, surviving only till the next 
day. Thefamily bave always regarded the 
vision and the subsequent death as a very 
strange codneidence. 


End of a Kentucky Turfman.

TLetiienus in this cityof Coli. J. W. Uunt 
Keynoids, of ‘*Fleetwood Farm,” received 
dispetches last night from Asheville, N.C., 
announcing his sudden death near that place 
yesterdey. He left his home near Frankfort 
over a week since in his usual good health, 
accompanied by his wife and little daughter, 
for the purpose of attending a family reunion 
at the home of his wife, at Thuferdville, N. 
C., neaw Asheville. Of the immediate cause 
of nis death nothing is known. Col. Reynolds 
was nearly forty years of age, and was born 
in Lexington, bis father being the late Wm. 
B. Reynolds, who in his latter years becamea 
promivent citizen of Louisville. His mother 
was a daughter of the late John W. Hunt, of 
Lexington, whose name the noted turfman 
wore after him. Young Reynolds was liber- 
ally educated, bis studies being pursued for 
some years at one of the German universi- 
ties. His mother was on one of the most 
beautiful farms in the State—a broad ex- 
panse of bluegrass, skirted by a border of 
forest trees of native growth, seemincly iso- 
lated from the world, or rather, a deligbtful 
little world by itself. The residence was a 
mode! of taste, and gave evidence of a family 
of occupants who knew well how to enjoy 


- what Was most enjoyable in life. 


Mr. Reynolds was one ofthe most promi- 
nent turimen of America, and in one respect 
he stood alene among Westernturfmen. He 
preserved the traditions and romance of the 
course. His colors always floated from his 
stable and the utmost attention was given to 
the details which lend spiritto the meetings 
and lift racing above the mere level of gain- 
bling sports. Mr. Reynolds was always the 
owner of a ‘*good string,”’ and his colors were 
always sure to-go to the front every season. 
His most celebrated horses were Whisper 
Falsetto, Fortuna, Blue Eyes, and a few otn- 
ers, theugh his stable was always strong. 
Brambaletta, one of the most promising two- 

ear-olds this season, was in bis string. It 
had been said of Mr. Reynolds’ stable that the

1is racers names. The great flyers that made 
his name famous all carried names of singu- 
jar eu more and beauty.

discovered in the Highlands. The spot was 
located atthe point of Dunderberg Moun- 
tain. A company was organized in 1864, a 
Caissom Was supK there and work was begun. 
In the course of months nothing was found to 
reward the company forits labor. Mr. Chap- 
lin had discouraged its officers amd the waole 
thing was pronounced 4% huge swindle. 

To discover the sunken vessel and her treas- 
ure Mr. Chapin at last constructed what he 
calls a mineral compass. With the different 
needles he claims that he can locate gold, sil- 
ver, copper, steel, iron and other metals. 
About two years ago, after a long absence, he 
went to the isiand, which is about three miles 
from Peekskil!, and remained there for sever- 
al days. He then went away and nothing 
more was seen of him until last Thuraday. 

On that day a strange schooner bearing the 
name Mary D. Leach, of Philadelphia, drov- 
ped anchor just off the eastern side of the isl- 
and. She had a large crew,was well supplied 
with ali kinus of machinery, pumps, power- 
ful boilers and everything that indicated a 
well p:anned expedition of somesort. Mr. 
Chapin was seen moving around the deck, but 
to inquiries as to the schooner’s business no 
satisfuction was given. Yesterday the busi- 
ness of the schooner was made known. It was 
announced in Peekskill that Capt. Kidd’s 
wrecked vessel had beenfound. A Herald 
reporter rowed out to the schooner a few 
pours later and was met at the gangway by 
Mr. Chapin and Charies F. Pike, superinten- 
dent of a submarine company. The vessel 
belongs to this company and is operating tn- 
der their direction. Mr. Pike said that the 
company bad made a contract with Mr. Cna- 
pin. after careful inve;tigation of his plans, to 

s aich for Capt. Kida’s vessel, which it was 
believed went on the rocks at that point. The 
object was of course to find the treasure it 
was supposed to contain. They began their 
soundings on Friday and vesterday were re- 
warded by striking what is supposed to be 
the bull of a vessel buried seventeen feet un- 
der the@urface of the water. Pieces of the 
hull brought up by the steam sounder soon 
crumbled to powder when exposed to the air. 
The surface of the wreck had been traced 
twenty feet in length and eight feet in width 
at the time the reporter visited the spot. 

“There is no mistake about it being a vessel 
of some kind,’’ said Mr. Pike, ‘‘but whether 
or not it is Capt. Kicd’s is a subject for fur- 
ther determination.” 

‘>How soon will vou be able to raise the 
wreck?’? 

‘‘*That depends upon its size acdshape. As 
soon as we get it cleared off we shall send a 
diver down, and he can teli pretty nearly 
whatitis. Isuppose if we have good luck 
we shall know what it is a week from to- 
day.’ 

‘How mtch gold do you think it contains?” 
Mr. Chapin asked. 

‘*] think,’’ was the reply, ‘*‘that there is at 
least $100,000 in gold, and more than that in 
silver.’’ 

Peter Cooper owns the west balf of Round 
Isiand. having purchased it some years ago 
from Mr. Chapin.

Gathering the Hops. 
From the New York Tribune, September 20. 

The crop of. hops throughout the countrv is 
now being gathered. The chief hop-growing 
quarter is in the central part of this State, 
and extends throughout the counties of Otse- 
go, Madison, Oneida and Schoharie. The 
states of Michigan and Wiscomsin also pro- 
duce a large quantity, and hops are rised in 
abundance in California, Oregon and Wash- 
ington Territory. Those raised on the Pacific 
coast are generally of superior quality, as 
the strong,rich soil causes a Juxuriant growth. 
The Western hops are also exceptionally 
clean. Indians and Chinamen are employed 
to pick them, and they not only doit more 
cheaply but better than the native American. 
In Central New York the crep is picked 
mainly by women and children, who emigrate 
from the large cities to the hop country for a 
few weeks to secure the crop for the farmers. 
Some are paid by the day, and others by the 
boxful,and they usually earn about $1 a dav. In 
this State 500° pounds per acre are considered 
a fair vield, and 1,000 pounds very good. On 
the rich seil of the West, however, 2,000 
pounds per scre are frequently crown. The 


field heps are trained on polesinthe same - 


way as in an ordinary yard. The cost of rais- 
ing them, including harvesting and drying, is 
about twelve cents per pound. This is after 
the hop-yard is well established, and the kiln 
for drying constructed. The vines will ordin- 


.arily bear well for fifteen years after planting. 


The hops of the first year’s crop, called 
*““seediings,’? Mature the earliest, and are now 
beginning to come to market. They are now 
worth from thirty tothirty-five cents per 
pound, leaving a good profit forthe grower. 
Prices fluctuate much, depending on the suc- 
cess of the foreign crop and the consequent 
state of the export trade. 


A Mastodon in Llinois. 
Hoopertown (Ill.) Special to Chicago Times. 

While workmen were employed in digging 
a ditch for tile drain on John Guingrich’s 
farm, a few miles northwest of this city, on 
Saturday last, they came upona hard sub- 
stance, which they proceeded to exvavate, 
and discovered it to be the fossil remains of 
an extinct species of animal sup d to have 
existed in the post-giacial od. The exca- 
vations so far have brought tothe surface a 
large number of bones, of ponderous dimen- 
sions, Which confirm the belief that they once 
belonged to a mastodon gigantens, an extinct

Tbe venerable Father Durbin observed the 
fifty-eigbth anniversary of his ordination to 
the priesthood by celebrating Solemn High 
Mass atthe Cathedra! at9o’clock yesterday 
morning. After Mass the Reverend Father 
ascended the pulpit and preached avery in- 
teresting sermon, 

Afterwards toa reporter Father Durbin 
said that be was born sixteen miles above 
Boonesboro. in Madison county, Ky,,on Feb- 
ruary Ist, 1800. During his boyhood he at- 
tended a school inthe settlement, and at the 
age of sixteen he entered St. Thomas’ Semi- 
nary, near Bardstown, where he remained 
three years. Hethen entered St. Joseph’s 
Seminary, in bardstown, and, after three 
years more of study, he was ordained to the 
priesthood on September 21, 1822. 

‘What are your initials, Father?” asked 
the reporter. 

‘*E. J.,’’ said he, *‘Elisha John Durbin. 
Names were not bestowed so lavishly when I 
was named as they are now. I was born Dur- 
bin. I was christened Klisha Durbin and I 
was ordained Elisha John Durbin.” 

“Did you start out on the mission as soon 
as you were ordained ?’’ asked the reporter. 

“No; I remained at the Semiaary two 
vears and celebrated mass and preached at 
different places. I will never py my first 
attempt to preach,’’ said he, asa large Ken- 
tucky smile illumined his face. *‘Shortly after 
I was ordained I was at Bardstown one day 
and met old Gen. Joe Lewis and he said, in 
his peculiar squeaking voice: ‘Durbin, when 
are you going to preach? I would like to hear 
you.’ Itold him I didn’t suppose he would 
bear much of a sermon if he should hear me. 
‘No,’ said he, ‘and, if I did, it would sur- 
prise me very much.’ So on the 
day I was to preach my first 
sexymon I sent him word that if he de- 
sired to hear what I would be able to say, he 
should attend charch at late mass that day. 
I bad my notes prepared and got along very 
smoothly for about fifteen minutes; but I got 
my notes mixed somehow, which confused 
me very much, and the rest of my sermon 
was bot very interesting. A day or two af- 
terwards I heard the General telling some 
friends about it. He saidtbat it started off 
first rate and kept rigbt ahead for a while, but 
that I ran my canoe in the bushes and never 
did get it out again. 

**TIn 1824 1 was placed in charge of the mis- 
sion extending from the Church ofthe Sacred 
Heartin Union county to Flint Island in 
Meade county, anda few points across the 
river in Indiama and Illinois. In 1852 about 
forty miles were taken off of the upper end of 
the mission, and the Southern boundary line 
was extended into Tennessee. There are 
now fifteen priests located in the mission that 
I attended alone, each one having a large 
congregation. My journeys to the differ- 
ent stations were made on horseback and 
amounted to 7,000 or 8,000 miles a yeur for at 
least twenty years. After I had been atthe 
Sacred Heart Church fifty vears, the Rt. Rev. 
Bishop thought I wastoo old and feeble to 
remainincharge of thecongregations and 
sent a priest to take my place, but I objected 
to being relieved of active duty, and am still 
located wherelI have been for fifty-six 
years.” 

Fatber Durbin is in his eighty-first year, 
but bids fair to be able to celebrate many 
more anniversaries of his ordination. He re- 
turned to Union county yesterday afternoon.

The **Game of Multiplication’’ is what Mrs. 
Edward Foote, of Boston, calls an ingenious 
device, designed to make the study of the 
multiplication table a pastime. ~The idea 
came to Mrs. Foote last fall during the illness 
of ber daughter, and it has resultedin agame 
which is not wholly unlike the 18-14-15 puz- 
zle in appearance, but & unlike it in the fact 
that it ss intended for young school chiidren, 
and can always be worked to a practical solu- 
tion, while it affords amusement and clears 
away the horrors of multiplication. The ap- 
paratus consists ofa tin tray about twelve 
inches square, containing twelve smaller 
traye—one foreach table. In each smali tray 
are thirty-six numbered blocks, arranged in 
twelve lines, three ina line, the multiplier 
occupying the first position in every line, the 
multiplicand the middle, and the product the 
right. The game is to disarrange the blocks, 
taking one out to give an opportunity to move 
the rest, and then move them about till all 
are in the proper order. It is said to have 
been adopted by the Boston School Board.

Fanariots it was who, sickening of the eternal 


dullness of Athens, reinvented Phalerum, the 
watcring-place of the ancients. Inspite of 
this classic recommendation, we can see that 
conservative Hellenes are not half pleased 
with the innovation, They dare nut say 
much, for the ladies, overjoyed to get a little 
liberty, would not endure one hint of disap- 
probation; andI fancy when Greek ladies 
bave set their minds on anything they display 
all the militar y virtues in acquiringo r keep- 
ing it—such as valor, firmness, ingenuity and 
a clear word of command. itis almost pain- 
ful to think how colorless and dreary was a 
girl’s life here before the despised F'anariots 
gave her Phalerum. Residents teli me that 
she had no amusement or distraction to look 
forward to from one switry week to another— 
none at Jeast in which the other sex had part. 
Kven now she makes herself happy with 
a limated sort of enjoyment. At 
Phalerum the ladies  aiter bath- 
ingj walk up and down bv themselves in 
groups, or with their father, husvand or 
brother. The young men do likewise, or sit 
at the cafe watching the very small proces- 
sion. Seidom, apparently, does an exchange 
take place between the parsies warmer than a 
bow. Even on therailroad each little society 
keeps by itself. Butthe Greek women are 
very pretty, and especially lively. If one gets 
into any ef the double carriages crowded with 
young people and their parents, there is all 
the fun and noise without the shyness of an 
English girl’s school. The ways of life are in 
one sense 80 easy that a stranger may venture 
te take part in the conversation without of- 
fense; but he is no further advanced. Atthe 
end of the ten-minute’s journey his acquain- 
tance comes to astop. Until the hour arrives 
next day to repeat the excursion the 
ladies stop at home, impatiently waiting, and 
whenitis over they gotobed. There isa 
French open-air theater at Phalerum. At 
the ruined columns of Jupiter there are cafes 
chantants of the poorest class. The band 
plays twice or thrice a week before the pal- 


ace, and that is all the life there is at Athens , 


in this summer weather. 


TOMMASO SALVINI. 


A Bobtail Sketch of the Great Itallan 
Tragedian. 
From the New York Times. 

Tommaso Salvini is, as has been repeatedly 
announced, soon torevisit the Republic and 
play with an English company a round of his 
principal characters in the leading cities, 
Salvini bas already been pronounced by our 
abiest critics one of the very tirst of living 
actors, and he will be warmly welcomed back, 
though the effect of the bi-lingual performance 
may fail to satisfy artistic requirements. Sal- 
vini is now fifty. Born at Milan, he received 
an excellent education from his father, a pro- 
fessor of literature at Leghorn. His mother, 
Guglielmina Zocchi, was an actress of fine 
talent, and from her be inherited, no doubt, 
his histrionic gifts, which he displayed even 
in childhood. He took part in amateur the- 
atricals during the Easter holidays in his 
school, and surprised all who saw him act by 
his extraordinary precocity. He had won a 
local fame before 13, and was admitted at 14 
to the company of the renowned actor Gus- 
tavo Medena, regarded, while in his prime, 


as the ablest living interpreter of Alfieri. | 


Modena was so deeply interested in the mar- 
velously clever boy that he gave him special 
lessons and predicted his future celebrity. 
At 15 Salvini lost his parents, and was 
for two years off the stage engaged in study. 
He then returned to Modena, and played with 
distinction in juvenile characters in Adelaide 
Ristori’s troupe. 
noted managers, .Domeniconi and Capo- 
comiro, Dassing six years with the former. 
At twenty-nine he entered the army, fought 
valliantly for Italian independence, and, when 
it had been attained, went back to his profes- 
sion bearing various medalsand decorations 
for gallantry. 
Cesare Dandini, won great applause in the 
part of (dipo, and electrified his audiences 
as Saul. He then visited Paris, and awoke 
the wonder of crowding French audiences by 
his Olosmane, Orestes and Othello. Atthe 
celebration of the sixthcentenary of Dante, 
at Florence,a grand performance of Silvio 
Peilico’s **Francesca da Rimini”? was given: 
he appeared in connection with Majeroni and 
Rossi, and wonthe greenest laurels. Flior- 
ence presented him with a statuette of Danie, 
and Victor Emmanuel! bestowed on him sey- 
eral decorations. In 1860 he visited Madrid 
and charmed the Madridenos by his acting of 
Conrado in **Morte Civile.?’ He made his 
first Visit to the United States in 1873, an un- 
favorable time on account of the financial ree 
action, but he excited enthusiastic admiration 
wherever he played.

‘orence, jou may remember, forbade the

The Lung’ is almost the 
only place broad enouga for his foolish turn- 
cut, and his favorite drive is through itto 
the Cascine and back, a route on which he is 
sure to attract altention and create annoy- 
arce, 3S his horses are continually going 
wromg and requiring the attention of the five 
or six grooms and traimers he carries with 
him, One can hardly go outin Florence in the 
alternoon from September till June without 
being bothered by Livingston’s iil-driven and 
ili-managed beasts. If he were very voung 
it might be thought that he would be cured of 
his foily by years.

AMERICAN TRAINING SHIPS. 


Review in Hampton Roads—The System 
an Entire Success. 
From the American Shin. 


Preparations are making for a review of the 
training ships and a general exercise of their 
crews of boys, to take place in Hampton 

tcads about the 15th of October. The train- 
ing ships Saratoga, Capt. Rcbly D. Evans, the 
Portsmouth, Commander A. S. Crowonin- 
shicla, and the Constitution, Capt. John Lee 
Davis, will participate. The majority, 1f not 
all the vesseis comprising the North Atlantic 
fleet, will be present, and will participate in 
the exercises with the training ships up toa 
certaim point, when they will be withdrawn, 
and the training ships will continue the exer- 
cises, after which there will be a grand review 
of the vessels present by Secretary Thompson 


and many distinguist ed naval officers. 


The training ship Saratoga is now en route 
home from Kurope, and isdue in Hampton 
.oads On or before the 10th of October. The 
Portsmouth and Constitution are cruising o!! 
the New England coast, and gradually work- 
ing southward towards Hampton Roads. 
There are upward of 700 boys on the training 
ships and over 5@0 are distributed on board 
the various war vessels, where they are look- 
‘ed upon as the very best material in the navy. 
The training system, which was adopted in 
the navy after some hesitation, has proved an 
entire success. and it will not be many years 
before our entire navy wiil be composed en- 
tirely of American seamen, trained by our 
most experienced naval oflicers. The system 
lacks but one thing, and thatis a proper ren- 
dezvous, wbere the boys can be sent after be- 
ing recruited for preparatory instruction, and 
that piace will be soon furnished. 
Axnisiandia Narragansett Bay, the same 
that was once offered tothe Government for 
the naval academy, was teadered, and will, 
no doubt, be accepted by Secretary Thomp- 
son. If accepted it is proposed to erect upon 
it the necessary buildings, build wharves and 
otherwise improve it for the purpose intend- 
ed. The recruiting stations will beestablis5- 
ed in ali the large cities 
throughout the country. As fus! 
as boys are enlisted at such 
stations, they will be forwarded to the island 
for preparatory instruction, after which they 
will be sent on board of the various training 
ships, from whence they will graduate to ve 
men-of-war. Itis intended that the trainive 
ships shall rendezvous at this island during 
the winter, and exercise inthe bay when the 
weather is favorable. By the middle of next 
spring there will, no doubt, be at least itive 
training ships in the service, and perhaps six. 


Chinese in Massachusetts.

Ten years ago C. 7’. Sampson, a shoe manu- 
facturer of Massachusetts, brought over sey- 
enty-five Chinese. Within a year the number 
was increased to 125, which has been the av- 
erage bumber employed up totwoor three 
years ago. They were originally hired for 
three years, and staid afier that without a de- 
finite engagement astotime. But the condi- 
tions which led to their employment were 
gradually temoved. The power of the Crispin 
lodges was broken. Improved machinery was 
introduced, Chinese lavor was slowly displac- 
ed, and last Saturday allof the Chinamen, 
with one exception, started on their home- 
ward journey tothe old country. They were 
thrifty and worked overtime, but did not 
take away with them the large sums of money 
commoniy supposed. Their food cost an av- 
ersve of $2a week. One boy who was in the 
employ of Mr. Sampson seven years and was 
specia:ly skillful, iadustrious and saving,took 
with bim on leaving $2,000; others accumu!- 
ated $1,000, but the great majority laid up 
sums of from $100 to $800, and many spent 
ak ener earned, while some went away in

St. Lou!s, September 23, 1880. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I desire to briefly reply to the communica- 
tion of ‘‘Merchant,’’ published in your issue 
of the 22d inst., concerning the use of build- 
ings for the support of telegraph wires. This 
question has become one of great importance 
to the residents of allour large cities, and is 
likely to become still more so in the future, as 


telegraph companies ure from yearto year 
making their net-work of wires thicker and 
thicker. 

I disagree with you in your views of the law 
applicable tothe matter. The law is clear— 
both the old common law and the modern law, 
which defines the rights ot every owner of real 
estate. These rights give to eachowner the 
role use and possession of the ground to the 
center of the earth underneath 
and reaching thence to the ~~ and it is 
equally a trespass to appropriate for any pur- 
pose whatever, any part of the space above 
his buildings bounded by the sky, as it wouid 
be to make use of any part of his buildings on 
his own ground, or undermine his house and 
use it for any purpose. 

It is a trespass in the one Case as well as ia 
the other. He can forcibly remove the wires, 
and be will be sustained in law in forbidding 
all corporations or private individuals from 
placing them or keeping them tnere without 
bis consent—possessing the same right to the 
sky above and the earth beneath as he has to 
the building standing upon the earth.

The murder case of John Peyton, w0 shot 
and kilied Charles Reed several months ago 
mn Clabber“ alley, cari> ud before Judge 
Laugblin inthe Criminal Cour: this morning 
for sentence. A motion in arrest of judgment 
was made by the defendant’s attorney, Mr. 


A. N. Meirick, and overruled bythe court. 
Peyton was sentenced to be bung on the 12th 
duy of next November, between the hours of 
Gand12in the forenoon. A lengthy bill of 
exceptions was filed by Mr. Merrick and an 
appeal to the Court of Appeals allowed. 
A stay of execution was granted until the case 
will be heard inthe Court of Appeals. The 
pripvcipal grounds which Mr. Merrick put for- 
ward were as _ follows: When - the 
jury was pulled Frank Holtz. one of 
the recorded jurymen, answered for 
the audience. No record was to 
he had concerning John Worth, who made the 
twelfth juror. Mr. Merrick held that no ver- 
dict could be rendered by the eleven quaiified 
men. Another ground was tbe separation of 
the jurymen. The statute providés that when 
the hearing of a murder trial is 
once begun the jurymen can not 
separate until the conciusion.

John Reidemeyer Held to Await an In- 
vestigation by the Coroner. 


On the evening of-the 8th inst. a young man 
called at the Fourth District Sub-Station on 
Angelica street and asked to belockedup. He 
said his name was John Reidemeyer and that 
he had probably fatally injured a little boy. 
He said that while standing onthe corner of 
Thirteenth and Mallinckrodt streets Willie 
. Hande)man, a seven-year-old boy, came along 
“and atter some words the boy threw a stone at 
bim. Reidemeyer picked upthe stone and 
threw it after the boy, who rana zig zag 
course. The stone struck him 
at the base of the ekull. Reide- 
meyer was locked up to await the 
result of the boy’s injuries. At 2 o’clock this 
morning the boy died of his injuries. He was 


transferred tothe Fourth District Main Sta- 
tion, where a POST-DISPATCH reporter called 
on him the day after the affair. e said: ‘I 
was standing on the corner of Thirteenth and 
Mallirckrodtstreets when Willie Handeilman 
and two other little boys came toa pump 
near me togeta drink of water.: One of the 
little boys had a whip in his hand, and I 
asked him to let me see it. He handed it to 
me, and I cracked it once or twice, when lit- 
tle Handelman said, ‘Look out, you big 
Dutchman.’ No, I don’t know why he said it, 
unless he thought I was cracking it at him. 
I said ‘Don’t you get so saucy about it,’ but did 
not say anything else. He went out into the 
street and pieked up a small rock which he 
threw at me, but he did not hit me. He then 

icked up a piece 6f hardened mud and threw 
it, striking me in the face. Of course this 
made me mad. He then ran across the street, 
and I took upthe rock that he threw at me 
first and threw it in the same direction that 
be was running. ’”’ 

‘‘Did you intend to hit him?’’ 

‘‘No, I was mad, but [ did not intend to hit 
him with the stone at all. On the side of the 
street that be was running to there wasa 
board fence and 1 wanted to strike this and 
scare him.’’ 

‘*You did not aim at him then?’’ 

‘‘No, I threw the rock very swift, but if he 
had run straight abead it would have struck 
the fence six feet away from himat least. But 
instead of running straight ahead he ran to 
one side and came directly inthe line of the 
rock, whichjstruck him in the back of the head 
right above the neck.”’ 

‘*What did you do after you struck him?’’ 

‘Well, the rock knocked bim down and he 
was leaning on his hands andtoes. I ranover 
to where he was and lifted him up. He was 
not bleeding very much and still had his 
senses. He said, ‘Take me home.’ 
I carried him inmyarmsto his house, No. 
1308 Garden street. His father asked me wbo 
bad hurt himandI told him. I then went 
for a doctor, and after I got my supper I 
went down to the police station and gave my- 
selfup. Reidemeyer was transferred to the 
jail a few days after anda charge of assault 
to kil) preferred against him. The Coroner 
will investigate the matter as soon as the pres- 
entrush of business is over. Reidemeyer 
tells the story of the affair without the slight- 
esthesitationand earnestly insists that he 
could not have the heart to strike the boy in- 
tentionally. Reidemeyeris 2 young man 
about twenty-three years ofage and has a 
very pleasant manner.

A FALLING WALL. 


Three Workmen Have a Narrow Escape 
in North St. Louts. 


Yesterday afternoon at 2 o’clock an. acci- 
dent occurred at the foot of Bremen avenue, 
North St. Louis, and had it not have been for 
timely assistance three men would doubtless 


have perished. These men, Theodore Mur- 
ray apd son and Phil. Shear, together with 
several others, were engaged in erecting a 
large derrick at the ruins of J. G. Cameron & 
Co.’s planipg miils, in the locality above men- 
tioned. The three men named were working 
at the foot ofthe derrick, near a twenty-foot 
wall. They had been laboring nearly an hour 
in what they supposed to a safe place, when 
they notic:d the bigh walls begin to totter, 
but before they had time to _ escape 
they were caughtand buried under the heavy 
mass Of mortar and brick. It was supposed 
by the spectators thatthe end for the men 
hed come, but a crv for help was heard com- 
ing fiom the buried men through the crevices 
of tbe pile, and a number of persons got 
spades and shovels and, after working an 
hour, they were rewarded bv bringing out 
the entombed prisoners aliye. They were re- 
moved to their respective residences by a 
carriage, placed at their disposal by Mr. J. 
G. Cameron, proprietor of the mill. 
Theodore Mnrray and son reside at 2116
